His Majeſty, upon this pinch, formmons 
his Great Cmereil of Perre to alſemble at Tork, Sepr. 24. where 
they met accordingly, and adviſed the King to a Treaty,which 
was held at Ripper, and a Peace was there Concladed and Sign- 
ed 08. 26. His Majeſty being ply'd inthe Jareros with Petitions 
to call a Parliament, and his work cat our ready to his hand, in 
the matrer of * ry and R:bpmow Thoſe Petinons might have 
bcen ſpar'd, the King having b*ſorchand refolvedro calla Par- 
liament, ro meet on the 34 of Novertber next. They were no

Frf, they fell upon the Kings Reparats- 
a; they lavaded his Awhorirty in the next place; after thar, 
they aſſaulted his Perſon, feriz'd his Revenue; and in the Concly- 
hon, molt 'mpioufly took away his Sacred Life: Art which rate, 
1n proportion, they treated the Church, and the rcit of thus

For the compaſſing of thee accurſed ends, they Rill accom- nuirs ir at 
modatcd themielves to the matter they hadto work upon. They Þ ics. 
had their Flors, and falſe ally ns for the fempls, their Tar wlts for 
the jc ful, their (ovenants was a Recepcacie tor all forts of Li- 
bertice 1, and Afalicec rene. Vit the great difficulty was the pain- 
mg ol the City : which could not be effected, bur by embroyl- 
ing the Legal, and anc:cot Coultitution of that Government 
For there was no good tube done npon the Sapertal Monarchy of 
England, without Firlt confounding the Subordinate Monarchy 
of the City of Lovden, andereating a perfect Underſtanding be - 
twixt the Coeul, and the Commer Comer: which was very much 
faciliated, by caſting out the Loyal, 2nd Orthodox Clergy, 
and reaching all the Pulpits in Londow to freak the fame Lan- 
guage with Afargarit; Weſtrrnſter. But let us conſider the Go- 
vernmcnt of the City of Londen, Firlt, in the due, and Regulaz 
Adminiſtration of it , and then in its corruptions, and by what 
means it come afterwards to be debauch'd. 

The City of Lowdon, was long before the Conqueſt, Govern'd The Legal 
by Pert- Reeves : and fo down to Ryicherd the Firft, who gran} Gorermment 
tedthem ſeveral Priviledges in acknowl: dgment of the C x nds 
Ofhecs they had render'd him.

We gramz alſo 
unto the [ard Citreens, that - A may yearly preſent to eur Barons of 
the Exchequer ( we or our Hers not being t Weltminſter ) every 
Alizyor which they ſhall þ-f chuſe in the City of London, ts the end 
they may be bythem admitted a4 Mayor Ina following Charter of 
Ed. 2. That the Mayor and Sheriffi of the City aforeſasd, may be 
choſen by the Citizens of the ſaid City ; according to the Tenour of the 
Charter of our Progenutors, ( ſometimes Kings of England ) to that 
end made ;, and not otherwiſe.

The Chorer 
weſce, 15 direted to the Lerd Afayor and Ald:rmer of the Ci- 
ry ; the Power is granted to them, to propoſe the making or 
mending of Laws, as they ce occaſion ;, only by the affent, or 
diſſent of the Commons, they are ratifved or hindred. And 
thoſe Laws arc only Atts of Common-Council, that is to fay, 
notoſthe Commonalty alone, but of the Lord Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commons, in concurrence. Some there are that mi- 
ſtake the word Cormpunttin, and would have Jointly, to be E- 
qually : as if one could not have a greater intereſt or Authori- 
ty, and avcrber 4 lefſe, though in a Joiner Commiſſion. The Pow 
er, inſhort, of fi ting, and Diſlolving Common-Councils, 
and of putting amy thing to the queſtion,does legally refide only 
inthe Lord Mayor. And the Atrve Power in the Afahois of a 
Law, and the Negatrve Voice in the Famndering of a Law, bave 
becn by loag Preſcription and vſage, in the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen. And theſe being cafoms of the Cary, every Freemas 
is to fu and maintzin them by the Obligation of his Oath. 
And in farther proof that the Lord Mayor and Aldermen are 
by their Charter inveſted with the Towers aforeſaid ; We ſhall 
nced only to enform our ſelves who they arc that in caſe of any 
publick Diſorder, arc made anſwerable for the Miſdemcanour. 
Richerd the Second granted 3 Commillian ts ail wid (an 7m- 
ler Erroxrs, Def#il;, and Miſpriſcont ms the City of London, for 


went of Good Government us the Mayor, Sherifls avd Aldermen of 
the ſad City. And for the Errews, Defoits, and in 
thcir Government ſound, they were fha'd yooo. 
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berries of the Ciry ſeiz'd into the —_— and a Wardes ap- 
po:nted ro govern the City : till in the end, the Duke of Glo- 
ceſter prevail'd upon the King to reinſtate them. 

We have here given you a ſhort view of the Orderly Go- 
vernment of rhis glorious City ; which is perchance one of the 
beſt qualify'd Eſtabliſhmenes both for King and People, under 
the cope of Heaven. We are nowcoming to lay open by what 
Arts and Contrivances it came to be corrupted ; 2nd in a man- 
ner, to lay Violent hands uponit felf : Which is a ſtory that 
may ferve ſome for curioſity, and others for Edification 


The People being extreamly diſcompoſed in their minds 
upon the Apprehenfion of Popery and Arbitrary Power ; DENIES 
ſhaken allo in their Alegiavce, upon a ftroug Impreſſion that it monty 
wasa deſign in their Governours themſelves ro introduce ir. It yp., 
was no hard matter toinveigle them into Petitions for Relief, 
Proteftations, Aſſociations Croenants, for the Common de- 
fence of themſelves, in the preſervation of their Liberties and 
Religion ; and into a favourable Entertainment of any plauſible 
pretext even for the Juſtification of Violence it ſelf - Eſpecially 
the Sedirian coming once to be Baptized Gods cauſe, and ſuppor- 
ted by rhe Doctrine of Neceſſity and the unſearchable Nadine 
and Equity of the Law of Nature : And all this too, Recommen- 
ded and Inculcated to them by the men of the whole World, 
upon whoſe Conduct and Integrity, they would veatore their 
poren'd Bodies and Eſtates. Being thus perſwaded, and 


y'd ; the coming in of the Scors ſerv'd them both for a Con- 
tion of the ground of their fears, and for an Authority to 
follow that Pattern in their Proceedings ; both cauſes being 
founded yon the fame Bottom, and both Parties united in the 
fame Conſpiracy. Sothat this opportunity was likewiſe im-
